REMARKS 



Patentees have recently discovered mistakes in the above-captioned Patent. 
In particular, originally numbered claim 18 is missing, and the claims depending from 
claim 18 have been erroneously numbered and made dependent from the wrong 
claim. The final form of the allowed claim 18 and the corresponding correct 
numbering of the claims can be found in the record.
